I Us 1rnth or falsity would depend 


on the possibility of the instrument 
being so thin and sharp that the walls 
of llio reins would not be displaced, in 
\viuchcase the circulation of the blood 
might continue for a few seconds, and 
whether consciousness might continue 
for a moment after tho vertebrae of tho 
neck was severed. This last difficulty 
would bo the greatest, since utter un- 
consciousness is supposed to be simul- 
taneous with the severing of the spinal 
cord or the breaking of the neck. In 
any event, scientists who have taken tho 
trouble to study the faces of the guillo- 
tined for a few seconds after the fatal 
stroke, or who have made experiments 
with decapitated animals, do not favor 
the theory. 


Several French physicians, and among 


them Dr. Paul Loye, now deceased, but 
once a professor at the Sorbonne, have 
experimented with dogs, using for their 
hanging or decapitation machinery like 
that employed in public execiitions. 
The dog was 
chosen for the 
ex- 


periments as having the most mo- 
bile face and being able to repro- 
duce the movements "which in rare 
cases have been observed in human 
subjects. Persons whom this treatment 
of dnnibanimalsmightrevoltarebegged 
to remember that the suffering is much 
less than in vivisection, since these 
methods of execution are generally rec- 
ognized as producing the least pain. 
The guillotine employed by Dr. Loye 
was similar to that used for the execxi- 
tion of ordinary criminals in France. It 
consisted of a triangular knife or ax, 
surmounted by a mass of lead weighing 
over twenty pounds and falling over 
six feet upon the neck of the animal, 
which was severed at tho third verte- 
bra. 
The phenomena observed were 


similar to those remarked by other 
French and by foreign savants whose 
!xperimenta have been less elaborate. 


At the moment the head was detached 


Prom the body tho mouth opened wide, 
as if the animal was making an extraor- 
dinary effort at inhalation. The tongue 
was applied to the lower part of the 
mouth and underwent a brief period of 
agitation. The eyelids were cloaed with 
light contractions. Then the eyes were 
opened and rolled from side to side and 
x>p to bottom, the pupils in the mean- 
time gradually contracting. 
At the 


same time the jaws were opened and 
violently closed, and the face was rapid- 
y convulsed. 
This was followed by 


changes at the corners of the mouth, vl- 
>ration of the nostrils', trembling of the 
ips and erection of the ears. The en- 
semble of these movements constituted 


series of horrible grimaces like those 


seen on the face of the guillotined, and 
seemed to express the most intense ag- 
ony. 
If the cornea of the eye was 


touched the eyelids closed, but if an ob- 
ect, no matter of what kind, was-placed 
>efiore the eye there was no movement. 
Neither did crying nor whistling into 
he ears of the dog appear to cause the 
slightest sensation. 
The pinching of 


;be tongue caused a slight shrinking of 
hat organ. Although the pupil of the 
lye was contracted, the approach of a 
ight rendered the orifice still smaller. 


These phenomena occupy about ten 


seconds, and are followed by a period of 
repose continuing to the fifteenth or 
wentieth second, during which the 
mouth rests closed and the eyes open 
his time the month opens and closes 
[uickly, the nostrils dilate and contract. 
During this time, although the irritation 
>f the cornea has caused a slight wiuk- 
ng, neither whistling in the ear nor 
ouching the tongue or nostrils with am- 
nonia or cologne has been able to pro- 
duce any effect. The opening and clos- 
ng of the mouth resemble yawning, 
and are reproduced a dozen times, after 
which the motions gradually cease. 
Then the cornea loses its sensibility to 
the touch, though, half a minute having 
'lapsed, the yawning is still active. The 
rapil of the eye dilates at 1he approach 
of light, but does not contract, and the 
cornea loses its glistening appearance. 
At the end of two minutes the yawning 
and other phenomena have ceased, end- 
ing in mere contraction of the fibers, 
and the head takes a corpselike look.— 
San Francisco Chronicle.

This crowding of 
five toes into a space not large enough 
for three, results in pressing the joints 
out of shape and sometimes making 
them inactive and powerless. No man 
with his toes half paralyzed can- walk- 
properly. 
Tha control of the toes is 


necessary for a springy step. 
Broad 


soles and low heels give room for all the 
toes and allow perfect freedom of action 
to every muscle. 
People who have 


false standards of beauty for the feet, 
however, insist on wearing a shoe that 
is not natural in shape, and the result is 
great discomfort, und iu some cases 
death. 


As a consequence of tlieso Abuses we 


are forgetting how to walk properly. 
Perhaps you don't believe it, but jnst 
watch the parade on Broadway some 
fine afternoon and see how fow men and 
women walk on the street as if they 
were not conscious of tight shoes and 
deformed feet.—Interview in New York 
Sun. 


The Age of Coal Burning. 


I have heard that when King Hudson, 


in tho zenith of his fame, was asked as 
to what his railways were to do when 
all the cr.,1 was burned out, ho replied, 
that by that time we should have learned 
how to burn water. Those who are asked 
the same question now will often reply 
that they •will use electricity, and doubt- 
less think that they have thus disposed 
of the question. The fallacy of such 
answers is obvious. 


A so called "water gas" may no doubt 


be used for developing heat, but it is 
not the water which supplies the energy. 
Trains may be run by electricity, but 
all that the electricity does is to convey 
the energy from the point where it is 
generated to the train which is in mo- 
tion. Electricity is itself no more a 
source of power than is tho rope with 
which a horse drags a boat along tbe 
canal. 


The fact is that a very large part of 


the boasted advance of civilization is 
merely the acquisition of an increased 
capability of squandering. For what 
are we doing every day but devising 
fre^h appliances to exhaust with ever 
greater1 rapidity the hoard of coal.— 
Robert Ball in Fortnightly Review.

Instead of an Oxford tutor, a New 


York lawyer, Everett P. Wheeler, con- 
ceived the idea of a hospitable home, 
with liberal minded men in residence, 
where the workingmen of the east side 
might meet. Mr. Wheeler had jn$t re- 
turned from London when he read his 
paper to the Church club, showing the 
magnitude and .magnificence of the 
.work accomplished in Whitechapel by 
university extension. 


Tha laynien were so very favorably 


impressed by the strength of the appeal 
and the earnestness of tbeir associate 
that as individuals they agreed to give 
any project he might formulate their 
support. 
That was in March, 1891. 


In June Mr. Wheeler had rented 
an old frame dwelling house at the 
foot of East Seventy-sixth street, once 
the country residence of a promi- 
nent New York physician, to which he 
gave the name of the East Side club. 
His family had gone abroad, and when 
it was learned that Mr. Wheeler had 
closed his house at the corner of Seventy- 
first street and Park avenue, and taken 
up bis residence in the club for the sum- 
mer, his friends in the Lawyers' dub, 
the Church club and society generally 
were amazed. From chance acquaint- 
ances he made friends, and the few who 
were welcomed to the freedom of the 
turf and the cool shade about the house 
welcomed others on their own responsi- 
bility. In this aimple and cordial way 
the men were drawn to the East Side 
club every evening, and on Sundays 
they brought their children and their 
lunches and newspapers ani} picnicked 
on the grass. 
Mr. Wheeler talked to the people. He 


had every newcomer introduced to him, 
and he sat on the grass with them; he 
smoked and read with them, and he not 
only got their ideas on political, social 
and industrial questions, but frankly 
gave his own. Some of these friendly 
discussions lasted a week, and news of 
them drew new visitors. 
When one 


evening "the 'club gentleman," as he 
was called, invited two men todine with 
him, his sincerity of purpose was estab- 
lished, and since then the work has pros- 
pered.

Associated with Mr. Wheeler were the 


Rev. Mr. Theodore F. Bacon and Mr, L. 
D. Hughes, graduate and student of dt' 
vinity. Notwithstanding the religious 
tendency of these gentlemen and the 
support of the Church club, the work 
was conducted on purely nonsectarian 
lines. Not a Scripture quotation was 
seen on the walls, and neither hymnal 
nor book of common prayer was visible. 


The old fashioned dining room was 


converted into a billiard hall, and here 
the men smoke and chat, play billiards, 
chess and checkers whenever they liko. 
At a small expense the conservatory 
was converted into a gymnasium. On 
the same floor is the lavatory and bath. 


Every day in the week from 9 a. m. 


until 10 p. m. the clubhouse is open and 
the attendance in the billiard room and 
gymnasium is greater Sunday than at 
any other time. "When exception was 
taken to this unusual plan of operation 
Mr. Wheeler took the ground that a 
gentleman might play a game of bil- 
liards in his private club Sunday after- 
noon if the notion pleased him without 
exciting any comment among the mem- 
bers. Granting this privilege to a mer- 
chant, banker or professional man, why 
should it be denied his truckman and 
clerks? It also occurred to him that a 
game of cards in a private club was not 
only less baneful, but less expensive 
than in a saloon or beer garden. 


Another innovation is a monthly dance 


to which all the members are invited to 
bring their wives, sisters and friends. 
Good music is provided, simply printed 
dancing cards are distributed and in the 
middle of the programme hot chocolate 
and cake or coffee and sandwiches are 
served. 
The young clergyman is al- 


ways present, and no group, however 
small, is unattended in the drib, and in 
consequence noisy harangues, profanity 
and discord are unknown. 


Now there are five club residents—Mr. 


W. 8. Brush, also a lawyer; Mr. Paul 
Reynolds, editor of a religions paper; 
Mr. Willis B. Holcom, Mrs. Virginia 
Gookin, the kinderfeartncr, and her little 
son.The janitor and his wife take care of 
the house and John Codet, aged sixteen, 
is custodian of the playgrounds. Dur- 
ing the day Mrs. Gookin teivches all tho 
children who come fr"" the kindergarten. 
Last October an epidemic broke out nnd 
the school had to be closed. Several 
deaths resulted from measles and fever. 
The work wn,s resumed recently with- a 
membership of fifty. At the start these 
toddlers had to be washed and scrubbed; 
now they present themselves clean and 
tidy. 


Any self respecting man may become 


a member of the club by paying fifty 
cents a month. 
This foe entitles the 


member to all the privileges f\nd ad^ an- 
tages of a social and friendly organiza- 
tion. It gives his children the freedom 
of the playgrounds seven days in the 
week and provides kindergarten train- 
ing for them. It welcomes his wife to 
the mothers' meetings and the general 
entertainments, and it gives him the use 
of a gymnasium, library and reading 
room, and a cozy and beautiful place to 
spend his holidays. It brings him in 
contact with at least three sympathetic 
and influential men on whom ho can de- 
pend for many courtesies calulivted to 
relieve the monotony and reduce tlio 
struggles for existence.— New YorL
